DISGUSTED England fans last 
night demanded. world football 
chiefs throw the book at Spain 
and their racist supporters. 


They want the Spanish thugs and their 
team booted out of the 2006 World Cup and 
claimed: “You wouldn't think twice if it 
was England.” 

Outraged fans say Spain must not be allowed 
to get away with the disgraceful torrent of 
racial abuse hurled at England’s black stars 
during Wednesday night’s friendly. 

Incredibly, the Spanish authorities tried to 
blame us for the race row yesterday. 

Comments in the English press about Spain 
boss Luis Aragones branding Thierry Henry a 
“black s***” had sparked the abuse, they said. 

England fans reckon we would have been red- 
carded from the next World Cup if our fans 
had been responsible for the shameful taunts. 


And most say they would have backed Sven’s 
men if they had walked off the Bernabeu pitch 
in protest. Furious fan Matthew Hall, 26, of 
Holloway, north London, summed up the 
feelings of millions. 

He said: “Spain should be thrown out of the 
World Cup in Germany to let their fans know 
racism is unacceptable — and Madrid should be 
told it’s got no chance of staging the 2012 
Olympics. 

“UEFA threatened to kick us out of Euro 2004 
if hooligans went on the rampage in Portugal 
and I’m sure they would have done it without 
hesitation. 

“Now let’s see if they and FIFA dare to take 
the same hard line when it comes to Spain.”

to make sure the racism is severely punished. 
They say the football authorities have to send 
out a clear message to stop arepeat of the mon- 
key noises and shameful chants. 

British Sports Minister Richard Caborn led 
the storm of anger saying he was “absolutely 
appalled”. 

And a petition has been set up by fans urging 
FIFA to take “all necessary action to kick 
racism out of football”. 

Last night FIFA issued a statement calling for 
an explanation from Spanish soccer bosses. 

Disgust 

It said: “We will demand explanations from 
the Spanish Football Association so we can 
examine the incidents and clarify whether the 
statutes, regulations and code of ethics of 
FIFA have been violated.” 

Insiders say the Spaniards will probably be 
hit with a minimum £15,000 fine or be ordered 
to play their next competitive match behind 
closed doors. 

FA spokesman Adrian Bevington said: 
“Football as a whole should stand up and 
express its disgust at what has gone on here.” 

He added: “Sadly we have seen something 
that we have not seen in England for the best 
part of 20 years.” 

Mr Caborn has written to his Spanish coun- 
terpart angrily condemning the racist fans. 

He said: “I would like to see him ask the 
Spanish FA to condemn the scenes we 
witnessed in the Bernabeu. 

“I also expect FIFA and UEFA to fully investi- 
gate this. There is no place for racism in foot- 
ball or modern society.” 

After trying to play down the race-hate 
shame for most of the day, Spanish football 
chiefs finally found the courage to issue a very 
weak condemnation of a “small group of 
Spanish supporters”.

Con tells murder jury of gun terror”

A POLICEMAN told a 
jury yesterday how he 
ran for his life from 
a gunman who mur- 
dered his partner. 


Pc Neil Roper, 45, went to 
handcuff a suspected car 
thief and found himself 
staring down the barrel of 
a gun. 

The stunned bobby told 
Newcastle Crown Court: “Just 
as I looked there was a black 
handgun coming into 
my face.” 

Pain 

Pc Roper said he ran for his 
life and heard two shots. 

He said: “They were the two 
shots that hit me. 

“T remember shouting ‘gun’ 
and then feeling pain.” 

The Pc had tried to arrest the 
suspect with his partner Pc 
Jan Broadhurst and back-up 
officer Pc James Banks. 

The first bullet that hit him 
entered his lower spine and 
ruptured his bowel. 

Despite the serious injury 
the policeman kept on 
running as the gunman fired 
again. He said: “I knew I’d

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been shot. I heard the bang. I 
felt violent pain and I nearly 
fell down. 

“I remember grabbing my 
radio, pressing the panic 
button and shouting: ‘I have 
been shot.’ It was just instinct. 

“T just felt a searing pain at 
the top of my arm. 

“Tt was like my arm fell off. It 
was numb - just gone. 

“I didn’t have a chance to 
look behind me or anything. I 
just knew I had been shot.” 

The wounded bobby 
staggered to a nearby block of 
flats and banged on the door. 

A shocked resident took him 
inside where Pc Roper desper- 
ately radioed for help and told 
his control room: “Check the 
others. Check Ian!” 

Then he heard the message 
“officer down”. 

He told the jury: “I knew it 
wasn’t me.” 

Father-of-two Pc Roper sur- 
vived after emergency surgery 
on his bowel and shoulder. 

He spent 10 days in hospital 
and suffered nerve damage to 
his arm. 

The court heard that as he 
fled the gunman shot Pc 


Broadhurst, 34, in the chest. 
He then shot him in the head 
at point-blank range as he lay 
on the ground pleading for 
his life. 

The court heard that the 
officer died instantly. 

Pc Banks, 27, escaped when a 
bullet ripped through his 
police radio and ricocheted off 
his belt. 

The prosecution allege 
David Bieber, 38, opened fire 
on the officers from the back 
of a police car after they’d 
arrested him in Oakwood, 
Leeds, on Boxing Day last year. 

They allege he was at the 
wheel of a stolen black BMW 
with fake number plates. 


Shooting 


US-born Bieber — who had 
been living in Britain under 
the name Nathan Coleman — 
denies murder and two 
charges of attempted murder. 

Bieber admits he was caught 
on CCTV footage in a post 
office at the scene moments 
before the shooting. 

But he maintains he was not 
the driver of the BMW who 
opened fire on the officers.

A SCUMBAG family of 
scroungers finally cleared out 
of Britain’s poshest council 
house yesterday - and took 
everything with them. 


Cheeky beggar Janis Gabriel 
moved out of the palace dubbed 
Benefit Towers along with their 
illegally-gained conservatory, swim- 
ming pool, Jacuzzi and sauna. 

Bailiffs arriving to evict the jobless 
49-year-old mother-of-seven found the 
home stripped bare, with even the plug 
sockets, light switches, internal doors 
and kitchen cupboard doors gone. 

Envious neighbours had been quietly 
eyeing up the family’s 42in plasma TV, 
four-poster waterbed, luxury leather 
suite and crystal chandelier — but they all

went too. All the money-grabbing 
Gabriels left seemed to be their pet 
mouse, seen scuttling up their carpet 
stripped staircase. 

Police and housing association staff 
arriving to evict Gabriel, her disabled 
husband John, 51, and three of their kids 
found they had already sloped off. 

But Janis then appeared while they 
were boarding up the house in Burnley, 
Lancs, to hand over the keys to the pad 
they didn’t even pay any rent on. 

She is facing up to 14 years in jail when 
she appears in court next month after 
being convicted of possessing criminal 
property. 

Burnley Crown Court had heard how 
the super-sponger claimed she didn’t 
know what to do with all the £26,728 she 
received in state handouts every year — so 
she splashed out tarting up her house. 

She claimed the Government was 
giving them more benefits than they 
needed adding: “We got into a routine 
how we lived.” 


Hatred 


When police raided their home they 
found £10,000 in £20 notes stashed under 
the waterbed and £6,070 in a case. 

Over 12 years the couple had 
transformed the modest home into a 
palace — yet they became figures of 
hatred among neighbours who called her 
“Jangling Jan” because she was always 
awash with dosh. 

But a jury decided her life of 
luxury was funded from the proceeds of 
crime rather than too many benefits. 

Police yesterday discovered a secret 
hatch under the stairs which they are 
convinced was used as a store for stolen 
property. 

One official said: “Usually you expect 
quite a lot of stuff, certainly fixtures and 
fittings, to be left behind, but this was 
completely bare. They must have been 
working round the clock to get the con- 
servatory down and the pool out.” 

It is believed the Gabriels have moved 
into private rented property.

A GANG of footballers forced 
a terrified schoolgirl to 
re-enact scenes from an 
X-rated porn video during a 
24-hour rape ordeal, a court 
heard yesterday. 


The girl said the group - which 
included former Queen’s Park 
Rangers ace Terrell Forbes — made 
her watch the tape as they abused her. 


Speaking from behind a screen at 
Kingston Crown Court, Surrey, the girl 
said her attackers threatened to chop her 
up and bury her if she refused their 
demands. 

The jury heard that the girl, who is now 
16 but was 15 at the time of the attack in 
March, was filmed as she performed a 
host of degrading sex acts. 

She added the men had earlier watched 
a home-made porn video of a woman 
committing the acts she was forced to 
perform. She told a hushed court room: 
“The positions they have done with me 
were in that video. 

“They said they knew the people in it. I 
knew that because they were saying their 
names.” 

She said up to 12 men took it in turns to 
attack her at a flat in Brockley, south-east 
London, belonging to co-defendant Philip 
Mighton. 


The girl, who was supposed to be at a 
riend’s funeral during part of the ordeal, 
was made to smile and “act happy” for 
he camcorder as they abused her. 

Speaking in a trembling voice, she also 

old how she was forced to watch DVD 
snuff movies. She said one of her attack- 
ers had said: “We are killers, you know.” 
She added: “Then he said: ‘Oh you think 
we are joking — we will chop you up and 
put you under the floorboards.”

She said other men came to the house 
after her attackers contacted them, say- 
ing: “Come, we've got dessert for you”.
